It promised 


to protect the person and pranertv of citizens 
both at home and abroad, anu to maintain the 
digulty and honor ot the notion, yet in its re 
latiott with Great Britain it has shown itsel 
unwilling to give protection to either person 
or property, and has permitted our flag to be 
lnsu"«d, without proper protest, almost in 
eight of onr shores, wnile %y hasty and un 
seemly action it has nnneceeenzily jeopardized 
oar friendly relations with the Mexican He- 
P«bllc and made our Nation ridiculous in thr 
ijes of the -world: Its evasion of civil aervici 
reform, to which its leading representatives 
are pledged, have been bold, insolent and law

It ha» seriously impaired our mai 
fatilitles, without shadow of Just excuse. I 
haa out aged the express will of Congress, and 
denied to this people their rights by its unex 
pained and continued refusal to execute th
